to him, ſet forth in the Words of a lamenting Pro- 


phet, The Breath of our Noſtrils, the Anointed of \ 


the Lord was taken in their Pits, of whom we ſaid, 
Unaer his Shadow we ſhall live among the Heat hex. 
Hence it is eaſy to diſcern the great Truſt and 
Confidence this People repoſed in their Prince, and 
withal we may ſee the great Loſs they ſuſtain'd in 
his being taken away from them: it is true, if we 
conſider Zegdekiah, as branded with the ignomini- 
ous CharaQer of a wicked, Perſon, (as was moſt 
of his Predeceſſors) we have little Reaſon to think 
him worthy of ſuch Titles as the Text here gives 
him; but perhaps theſe Apprehenſions might be 
raiſed in the Peoples Minds by his Policy and fair 


Carriage towards them, backed with the Conſi - 


deration

ed the only Favourites of Heaven. Their State | 
we may diſcern is very deplorable, and certainly it 
muſt be ſome great thing that occaſioned it. That 
the choſen People of God ſhould be divided into | 
two Kingdoms; that I/rael and Judah too ſhould þ 
be carried Captive to Babylon, is very ſtrange and | 
amazing to reflect upon: but ſo it is, and the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt often repeats the Reaſon of it, and aſſures 
us, that it's no more than what God threatned he 
would bring upon them becauſe of their Sins, be- 
cauſe of the Sins of Manaſſeb that had filled the 2 Kings 24. 4 
Nation with Blood : Nay, they themſelves were 
grown to ſuch a height of Wickedneſs, and their 
evil Communication had ſo far corrupted all good 
Manners, that Vice ſeems to be radicated in their 
very Natures. Hence therefore ariſes that Com- 
plaint, The ſhew of their Countenance doth witneſs lia. 3. 9, 
againſt them : the ſenſe of Puniſhment ſeems to be 
ſo far worn off from their Minds, that they are 
neither aſhamed of their Villanies, nor afraid of

the bitter Fruit which ſuch Actions bear; there- 
ſore they declare their Sin as Sodom, they hide it not; 


Wo unto their Soul, for they have rewarded Evil amo 
themſelves ! And therefore our lamenting Author, 
after having given us a Glance of their Miſery, 
leads us to the Fountain from whence all theſe 


troubled Waters flow, and in the Anguiſh of his 


Soul cries out, Wo unto us that we have ſinned ! It 
is a Wo of Complaint, and not of Denunciation ; 
it is a Wo uttered by themſelves under the appre- 
henſion of Guilt, and the moſt grievous and into- 


lerable. weight of Puniſhment' it had already 


brought, and was yet like to bring upon them. 
Now nothing but the Cry of Deſtruction was 


heard amongſt them, the whole Land ſpoiled on 
a ſudden, their Tents and Curtains rent to pieces 


Sound of the Trumpet, and the Alarm of War, 
were the things that terrified their Eyes, and ſur. 
prized their Ears; this ſtruck a Pain into their 
Bowels, and made their Hearts ach: and if we 
would know what Monſter it was that gave birth 
to theſe Plagues, the Anſwer is ready, It was Sin. 
Thy way and thy doings have procured theſe things un- 
to thee; this is thy Wickeaneſs, becauſe it is bitter, be- 
cauſe it reacheth unto thine Heart. 

God indeed was always good unto Iſrael ſo long 
as they kept a clean Heart; and he manifeſted the 


ſame 1n taking care of, providing for, and reſcuing 


them from their Foes, ſucceeding their Forces in 
Battel, bleſſing ſmall Bodies with Victory over 


mighty Armies, by teaching their Hands to war, 


and their Fingers to fight: ingaging himſelf to be 
their God, when he pronounceth that great De-

Deſtruction to be coming upon them, they have 

been only commanded to ſtand ſtill and ſee the Sal. Exod. 14-1 
vation of the Lord. 

But when Jeſbarun waxed fat and kicked, Deut. 32. 

the Lord faw it and abhorred them; and then !“. 
inſtead of fighting their Battels, he turns his 

back upon them, becomes their Enemy, and fights 

inſt them. It was for the Sins that God found 
in all the Borders of 1/-ae/,that he threatned to give | 


2 their Subſtance and their Treaſure to the Spoil, 


without Price, 2. e. they ſhall be accounted but as 
mean and inconſiderable things. It is Sin that oc- 
caſioned that doleful Lamentation, Thy holy Cities 
are a Wilderneſs, Zion is 4 Wilderneſs, Jeruſalem 1fa. 64. 1 
is a Deſolation. Our holy and our beautiful Houſe, 
where our Fathers praiſed thee, is burnt up with 
Fire: and all our pleaſant things are laid waſte. Here

1. The Generality of this Peoples Loſs: it is 
not ſome, but all their Treaſures that they com- 
plain of as loſt; all their Riches, all their young 
Men and Princes, their Elders, and all their Places

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2. We may take notice of the Propriety of theſe 
things, it is our pleaſant things, the Joy of Our Heart, 
and the Crown of Our Head. Our young Men and 
Princes are (lain, and O the diſmal Word ! it is our 
King, our common Father that is removed from 
us by the ſtroak of Death ! To ſee another ſuffer 
may affect us, but not ſo deeply as when we ſuffer 
our ſelves. 

3. We may conſider the Excellency of the things 
they loſt, they were pleaſant and deſirable. To 
loſe baſe and contemptible things doth not much 
trouble us, but to loſe. our choiceſt things goes 
near our Hearts: It is not a little of our Traſh and 


Rubbiſh that Babylon hath gotten from us; no, 


no, but our Sins have hetrayed our moſt pleaſant 
and deſirable things into their hands, ſuch as uſed 
to chear the Heart, revive the Spirit, elevate the 
Mind, lighten the Countenance, and crown our 
Perſons with Honour. It is all our. belt things; 


- nay, and more than this, rael by their Sins have. 
deſtroyed themſelves too: For not only their El- 


ders and Judges are ſlain, their Kings and all their 
Treaſure loſt; the Houſe of God ſpoiled and burnt. 
with Fire, but they themſelves are led Captive by 
a ſtrange People; and all. this is come upon them 
for their Sins. | |

Do but ſee how 
a proud and an aſpiring 4hab is brought low by 
his Sins, and how Benhadad King of Syria inſults 
over him; ſays. he to Ahab, Thy Silver and Gold is Kings 20, 
mine, ty Wives alſo and thy Children, even the ' 
goodlieſt are mine. And the King of 1/rael anſwers, - 
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Numb. 25. 1. Daughters of Moab; then God in his Wrath breaks 
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T am thine, and all that I have. See how his am- 
bitious Spirit is brought low, and his towring 
Mind forc'd to truckle, and all becauſe he hag 6 
ſold himſelf to work Wickedneſs ; it was a ſtrange = 
Sale indeed; Manaſſeh was bad, Jeroboam worle, 
but Ahab worſt of all, to ſell himſelf to Hell: But 
now the ſordid Idolater is forc'd to crouch to his 
Enemy ; and when God was departed from him, 
he appeared but as a dead Carcaſe. 

When 1/7 ae! kept cloſe to God, and walked up. 
rightly before him, neither Ba/ak nor Balaam, nor 
the Devil, or any of his Agents could hurt them : 
but when by the wicked Counſel of Balaam they 
were inticed to commit Whoredom with the 


out upon them, and they die for it. Sin dries up 
our Springs, ſtops our Fountains, deſtroys all our 
Pleaſures, takes away the Joy of our Heart, plucks 
the Crown from our Head, fills our Hearts with 
Sadneſs, cauſeth our Eyes to flood with Tears; 
and if continued in, will at laſt turn us into Hell: 
Certainly then if this is the Cauſe, we may ceaſe 
to wonder if the Effect be very bad, as indeed it is. 
God waited a long time upon this People, he tried 
them various ways, and all that he might at length 
ſave them; but tho he waits long, yet we may, 
by taking a view of the State of this People, ſee 
that he will not always wait, his injured Patience 
will at length be avenged of its Adverſaries. A 
diſmal Inſtance of this we may perceive in looking 
over the Mercies that Dae loſt, and the Miſeries 
their Sins brought upon them: God had loaded 
them with loving Kindneſs, and tender Mercies, 
and they loaded God with their Sins, to ſuch a- 
degree,

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degree, that the Almighty cries out, Behold, I am

come. Iſrael made their Hearts the Seat of wan- 
ton Pleaſure and Delight, and now God comes to 
reckon with them, their Hearts are made the ſeat 
of Mourning and deep Lamentation, But, 

2. Their Sorrow is ſet forth and manifeſted by 
overflowing Tears, and that in ſo large a meaſure 
that they cry out, For theſe things our Eyes are dim. 


Thoſe Eyes that once delighted in nothing bur 


Wantonneſs, and were only pleaſed in beholdin 

of Vanity, now wax dim- with abundance of 
Tears, and they may take up the Complaint of 
the Prophet David, My Heart panteth, my Strength 


Faileth me: As for the Light of mine Eyes, it alſo is 


gone from me. Thus God makes thoſe Members 
that were yielded Servants to Sin, the Subjects of 
his ſevere Puniſhment. I do nor intend to inlarge 
any further here, only this we may obſerve by 
the way, that the Pleaſures of Sin are but for 4 
ſeaſon, and thoſe that live therein will one day ſor- 


row for it. . 


And this we can by woful Experience teſtiſy to 
be true, for how had our Sins eat in as a Ruſt or 
Canker upon us in this Nation? What Invaſion 
had it made upon our Liberties in general, both as 
Men and as Chriſtians? How had it made our 
Hearts faint, and our Eyes dim, when that Glori- 
ous Monarch, whoſe Death we now lament, or 
at leaſt ought to do, came and encounter?d with 


our 
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our Foes for our Deliverance? And this brings me 
to the laſt general Head. 


IV. Having taken a view of the Miſery of this 
People, and of the Cauſe and Conſequences thereof, 
we ſhall now come to conſider how theſe things 
may be applicable to us. |

1/t, We ſhall conſider how the Joy of our Heart 


= «ceaſed, in the Departure of our King from us by 
= Death. 


1. He was the Foy of our Heart, in his ſo freel 
and generouſly undertaking, and by the Grace and 
good Providence of God ſo gloriouſly accompliſh- 


ing our Deliverance from thoſe Judgments which 


we felt, and thoſe alſo which we might juſtly 
(conſidering the Spirit of our Adverſaries, 
and the Greatneſs of our Sins) were coming upon 
us. We were not indeed like Jrael carried Cap- 
tive into Babylon, but Babylon and Confuſion was 


brought to us; we were Exiles at home in our own 


Country, Slaves under the Title of Liberty : Our 
Religion was to be cultivated and advanced by the 
vile Tenets of Rome, and our Manners to be re- 
form'd by Men of worſe Lives and Principles too 
than our ſelves; and for the Enlargement of our 
Freedom, our Liberties were deſtroyed; to pro- 
long our Days, our Lives * be taken away; 2

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the Heads of the People cut off, that our Senators 


might increaſe. In ſhort, we may ſay, He was 
the Joy of our Heart, in that at ſuch a time when 


our Judges had alihoſt our-lived the Law,” and Di- 


vines the Goſpel,” and little or no Reaſon was gi- 
ven why any thing was done, but becauſe it ſhall 
be ſo; then it . be ſaid of him in a ſubordi- 
nate Senſe, as the Prophet doth of our bleſſed Lord 
in a Senſe more excellent and ſublime; The Spirit 
of the Lord God is upon me, becauſe the Lord hath 
anointed me to preach good Tidings unto the Meek ; 
he hath ſent me to bind up the broken-hearted, to pro- 
claim Liberty to the Captives, and the opening of the 
Priſon to them that are bound. Certainly nothing 
but Pity could ingage him to undertake thus for 
us, or a generous and publick Spirit to do good 
unto all Men. And as it is the peculiar Glory of 
that Noble Race from whence he.ſprung,that they 
always ſuocour d the Poor and Needy, and were 
ever willing to relieve thoſe that were 1n Diſtreſs ; 
ſo certainly future Ages will riſe up and call bur

It was not for Wealth, nor Honour, nor the 


Affections of Men (ſimply as ſuch) that he came 
to us, for in each of theſe he largely ſhared before,

ed, and our Liberties confirmed and ſettled by:

He was the Joy of our Heart in his eaſy and 


| mil Government over us; ſo that in order to our 
being godly and honeſt, he was willing we ſhould 


live peaceable and quiet Lives; he was not harſh 
and fevere to any, but on the contrary, good to 
all his Subjects; his Kindneſs was great to tender 
Conſciences, manifeſted eminently in the Liberty 
he procur'd for his Proteſtant diſſenting Subjects. 


His Clemency was great to all, Examples whereof 
were-{hown in his readily” forgiving the moſt hei- 


nous Offences committed againſt him; and he was 
willing to heap Coals of Kindneſs upon the worſt 


of his Enemies, not to conſume and deſtroy, but 


to win and ſave them, ſtriving ſtill to overcome 


Evil with Good. 


2dly. We ſhall now conſider how the Crown is 
fallen from our Head, in the Loſs of our King. 
1. He was the Crown of our Head, and mani- 


feſted himſelf ſo to be by his undaunted Courage 
and Bravery, not fearing any Foe, tho never ſo 


great and politick : and therefore in this reſpect 
he was both an Honour and a Saſeguard to us; 


for 
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ſor as he never put his Truſt in, ſo neither did he 
ever ſear what Man could do unto him; and he 


always ſhow'd himſelf free from a Spirit of Cow- 
ardiſe, by his Forwardneſs to appear in the worſt 
of Dangers. Thus he incouraged the Minds, and 
imbolden'd the Hearts of thoſe under his Banner, 
by his own vigorous Example; he ſcorned to 
flinch from his proud Foes, but with an undaunt- 
ed Reſolution did ſo encounter them, that his Re- 
treats were ſtill equal to a Victory. This made 
him a Terror to his Enemies, and a glorious Crown 
to thoſe in whoſe Cauſe he was ingaged. 


2. He was the Crown of our Head, by that Glo- 


ry he atchieved in his holy and pious Converſati- 
on. For as Righteouſneſs is an Eſtabliſhment to 
the Throne of a King, ſo a good Prince is no leſs 


the Favourite of Heaven, than he is a glorious 


Crown unto his People. And ſuch an one our late 
King was to us, with reſpect to his private Pie- 


ty, which was beſt known to the Searcher of all 
Hearts, and next to thoſe who had the Honour 
of being near his Saered Perſon: and we have 
abundance of reaſon to believe him to be a good 
EKing, becauſe he was always deſirous to practiſe 


and incourage Vertue, and to ſhun and diſcounte-

nance Vice; and to this end he always preſſed his 


Parliaments to . Bills as were neceſſary 
Profaneneſs and Immorality from

3. He was the Crown of our Head, in that as a 


tender and nurſing Father he always took care to 
provide for, and as a good Prince to protect and 
ſave us from our private and publick Enemies. He 
was indeed the common Father of all ä f

provide for the Proſperity, Security and Peace of 
a People, than he did for us. This made him a

Can he fetch Water from 
4 Rock? Nay, we ſhould fo far ſhun ſuch a diſ- 
contented Frame of Spirit, that tho we walk in 
Darkneſs, and ſee no Light, we ſhould truſt in 
the Lord, and ſtay our ſelves upon our Gd. 
3h. Let us indeavour fi ncerely and berrtiin to 
repent of our Sins, and amend our Lives 2 the 
uture; 


future; that whilſt we are mourning for our Loſs, 


to dwell amongſt us. 
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we may ſtrive to mortify thoſe Corruptions that 
yet remain in us. Sin is that which deſtroys a 
Nation, and the Memory of the Wicked ſhall 
rot; but the righteous Lord loveth Righteouſ- 
neſs, and ſuch ſhall be had in everlaſting Remem- 
brance.  . \ 
athly. Let us endeavour after an entire Union 
one with another; for 4 City divided againſt it ſelf 
cannot fland. The Diviſions of Jeruſalem gave the 
Romans Opportunity to deſtroy them; and there- 
fore let us ſtrive to diſappoint the only Hopes of 
our Enemies, by joining together as one Man to 
defend our ſelves — them : Let us remember 
the Directions our Prince gave us, and lay aſide all 
Animoſities, and love like Brethren, always fol- 
lowing thoſe things that make for Peace, and mhere- Rom. 15. 34] 
by we may edify one another: That ſo by our living 
in Peace, it may pleaſe the God of Love and Peace.
